for when an Angel beares the Coffin, and that by 
Gods one appointment, and for ought we know ) 
made his Graue too: No wonder it the ſame Gop 
vouchſafe to reuiue his memory, and not ſo much ag 
name Moſes without honourable mention, Moſes 
wy ſervant.

And ſurely much was it, that a man, (but it was the 
man of Go p Moſes, Den.

But 
wel it was for them, whom he left behind him, well 
it was for Joſbaa, to whoſe charge they were left, & 
little enough it was, that he that was the Seruant 
the Lord in Gods mouth,ſhould be the ſeraant of i 
Lora in 1s mouth, v. 13.

To returne. The Author of this Declaratorie 
Commemoration and honourable recognition is 
Gov himſelfe : he commemorates him, for hee 
names Moſes,though dead; hee declares his worth, 
in calling him his Seraant. And a recognition it is, 
Jeſbaa had done it before, Co v now againe, by 
a poſtliminious ſolemnization of his Funerals; 
Nor may it ſeeme firange; Funerall Sermons 
are ordinarily made by ſuch as are neere to 
thoſe that are deceaſed, and haue ſome intereſt in 
their memories : then who ſhould rather doe this 
office to Moſes then his gratious Mater ? who had 
before teſtified of him, that he was faithful in all his

booke of Priviledges and Miracles, and it ob. 
ſeruations, ſuch as (ſer him aſide) the world neuer 
had among the Sons of men. 
——— birth. In the Zdi# againſt the male 
ildren hee was priuiledged and — from 
death: When Pharaoh fought his life, for fla ing 
the Ey an, then was hee likewiſe — , 
Exod. 2. yea in thoſe Wonders, which hee wrought 
in Pharaohs Court, hee was ſo priuiledged, that the 
wrath of the King was nos onely no meſſenger of 
death, but he did fawne Moſes, as if he would 
licke the duſt of his feety! haze ſinned again Go d, 
and againſt you, and I pray you forgine mee this 
once, Exod. 10. 17. Ae was great, yet was 
Moſes his Cd, Exed. 4. Pas was a great 
King, yet was Moſes his Cod, too, Exed.7. And 
as Gd, hee not onely receiued, but gaue 
priuiledges. Was it not @ great — . 
that hee gave vnto the i/raelites, that they ſhou 
not wet their feet, where Pharaob was drown'd 
and all his hoaſt? xd. 14. No maruell, if hee 
made the Sea a Mal to the Iſraelites, that drew water 
ont of the Rocke for the 1/7 aclites, The Sea, nothing 
more fluid; the Rocke, ing more hard; and the 
Rocke 2gainie a Riwer * that ſtill Moſes life was a ſuc- 


ceſſion of priviledges. Nor was his Power — 
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fined to the Earth, or Sea, it reached to Heaven , 
whercit brought downe Man, for their breed, 
and Q#aites for their food, And may not this Man 
of primledges bee priuiledged re goe ſome other 
way; but by the gates of death, euen Moſes muſt 
paſſe to life? Hee that had beene ſo long entertai- 
ned by Angels food in the Mount, that when hee 
came downe hi face did ſhine, as if hee had beene 
transſtgured, ſo as they were afraid to locke vo 
him; may not He bee tranſlated to heaven, 
and ſoule together, but that skinne, once ſo bright 
muſt bee eaten with wormes? Goo intreated 
Moſes, Let mee alone, ( as it without his leaue hee 
could doe nothing) that 1 may conſume them; hee 
offers him faire conditious, fo indulgent was G © » 
to Moſes, that hee would buy his conſent, Let mee 
conſume them, and 1 will make of thee a mighty peo. 
ple. Exod. 32. 10. And Moſes prevailed with 
Gon, but Gos could not preuaile with Moſes, 
for Moſes prayed, and chid, verſe 11, Why doth the 
wrath of my Lord waxe bot againſt his people ? 
And pleads, werſe 12. Leff the Agyptians ſay, hee 
' brought them malitionſly out of Rgypt to deſtroy the: 
Vea in the ſame verſe hee imporrunes Go p yet 
further, Turne from thy fierce wrath : nay chal- 
lenges Go» of his word, werſe 13. Remember A- 
braham, Iſaac, and lacob: yea charges him with 
his oath, which thow ſwareſt unto them Then af- 
ter all this, the Lord changed bis minde from the 
enill he meant to bring vpou them,

You ſee his Priviledges, and you ſve his power 
but neuer a word on Gods part, that he all noe 
die; n-uer a word on his one part that hee may 
not die. Hee that would not let Gos «lene for 
his people, lets him alone for himſelfe; neuer 
opens his mouth; but hearing of death, as athi 
that neuer troubled him, hee addreſſeth himſe 
to diſpatch ſuch buſineſſe as was fir for a man of 
his qualitie and place. And — 1. to do- 
part out of the world, hee bleſſed the people, went 

to th: mount, and there hee dyed. xt before, 
it S Mews dye, why ſhould any man feare ? 
Now if Moſes bee dead, none ſhall eſcape. One 
example we haue before the Law, Gen. 5. Enoch 
was taten away, and wa no more ſcene : and the 
ſame Gov, that diſpenſed with one before, priui- 
ledged one other in the time of the Lam, but lon 
after, in the times of leboram King of Iwds, Elija 
in a whirewind:e was caried vp to Heanen, 2 King. 2. 
Go» vouchſafing to thoſe ſcucrall ages of the 
world, demonſtrations of our immortality But this 
was extraordinarie; two there were, and but two, 
to ſhew that wee are bound, and hee is not, but 
hath a tranſceadent power ouer all the workes of ba 
hands. Nor was hee _— in making ſuch 
grants, leſt any min ſhould challenge; and thoſe 
rather to god, than to great men. 

And though in Elijabs time, when devotion 
ater fitry ſonnes of rhe Prophets were al- 


owedto bee witneſſes, it was not yeelded to in 
C Enoch; 


Exoch's time, none were then ſufferea obe pre- 
ſentz yea, it is dliue ted in ghſgure rearmes; Enoch 
was taken away, not taken vp, ſo wary was G op 
ia paſſing ſuch grants, | 

The beſt then muſt die; Servus cus, and Amicus 
woiter, Cos Fu and friends all are dead, 
and tlie greateſt cannot eſcape, For if Moſes 10 
great, and ( beſides all ye haue heard) ſo honored, 
that many ages after, Go p reviucth his memory, 
and ſaiti, Tough Moſes ſtood before mee, 1 would 
not beegntreated, ler.15. 1. If Moſes ſo famous to 
poſterity, and whoſe memory is ſo frequent in the 
Scriprures, that it is mentioned aboue an hundred 
and twenty times in the old Teſtament after his 
death, andalmoſt as often in the new, and that by 
many honourable teſtimonies euen from our Sa- 
uiout Chriſt himſelfe, if hee might not be ſpared ; 
let all generatioas ſubmit themſelues to that con- 
dition, which the beſt and greateſt haue vnder- 
gone. Then let not ſtrength preſume, hee whoſe 
eye was not dimme, nor naturall force abated, when 
hee was an hundred and twenty jecres old, is dead, 
Bent. 34. Let not courage: he that fo brauely 
ſlew the Zgyprian in the di fence of his Country- 
man, is himſelfe dead: Let not beauty; the glori- 
ous Conntenance of Moſes (2 Cor. 3. 7.) is now 
become duſt and aſhes. , Let not power magnific 
it ſelfe; hee that deſtroyed P Haraoh and all his peo- 
ple, euen Moſes is laid downe, and cannot riſe vp. 
Let not wiſdome and learning boaſt; his thoughts 
e\ 4 = are

are periſhed, that was learned in all the knowledge of 
the «Xe yptians, Ads y. Let not authority and pre. 
eminence,Pharaohs God, and Aarons God, a man 
greater the the Pope wold be thought to be, aboue 
Frince, aboue Pricft,is now diſſolued into duſt. Let 
not the fauor of the multitude, theycan monrsn thir- 
ty dayes for Moſes death, they cannot ferch him a- 
gaine, once dead. Ina word, ſuppoſe a man's ra- 
cles and priviledges be neuer ſo many fo as his life 
ſeem a continued miracle, a miraculous Funerall he 
may haue, but he muſt die, for Moſes i dead. 

And if preſent examples moue more, King 
IAMES is dead too, in whom many of theſe 
priuiledges met, and a number ot other excellen- 
cies, which divided giue honour to others: euen 
Gods ſeruant Moſes, and our late Soueraigne King 
IAMES, both arc dead. Then what may this 
Mortuus be that thus incroacheth? 

There is a threefold death, a death by fin,a death 
to ſin, and a death for fin, The firſt is the death of 
the Soule : the ſecond, the death of fin in the ſoule; 
the third is the parting of the body and ſoule. The 
firſt is alwaies euill, the ſecond alwayes good] the 
third is ſomtimes euill, ſometimes good, according 
to the quality of him whom it doth ſurpriſe. The 
firſt that cannot be good, and the laſt which may be 
euill, are both repayred by the ſccond, which is euer 
good and not euill. The firſt is deſerente Des, hen 
God forſakes a man's ſoule: the ſecohd ſalveniente 
gratia, when Gods grace 2 a mans _

the third is rece/ente animd, when the body is. 
forſaken by the ſoule. The firſtis the cauſe of the 
laſt, for, Mart mortem anteceſsit , voluntaria ne- 
ceſſariam : One death vſh forth another; the 
voluncaric death of ſinne, the neceſſary death of 
the body. And this third is here meant, when hee 
faith Moſes is dead. Plato ſaid of death, chat it 
was ain g end he hc n N rr: 4 looſing 
and ſeparating of the ſoule from the bh. Two 
friends haue long lived together, and now they 
mult part, and goe ſeuerall wayes, the one to earth, 
the other to heauen : For wee are not deſtroyed 
by death, but diſſolued to bee elſe-where placed. 
And this is cleare in this Hiſtory of Moſes death; 
Thos ſhalt die ( ſaith God) and ay v with thy Fa- 
thers. Deut. 31. 16. And, Then ſhalt bec gathered 
to thy people, Deut. 32. 

So that death is our ſleepe, and reftitution to that 
place from whence wee deſcended. For when the 
ſouleleaues the body, Go v then gathers vs asripe 
Corne into his Barne. And theſe conſiderations, 
that by death wee fleepe with aur Fathers, and are 

athered to the Saints, as they did prepare him, fo 
ould they farisfie vs, as carying in them ſecrer 
reaſons, and conſolations againſt the terrours of 
death. So as now it is no ſtrange thing, that Ser- 
vue Mens, and Serow Mews Moſes ſhould dye, 
who thereby ſleeperh, and is.g«thered to hi people, 
luft Simeon looked vpon death, and eſteemed it, 
Nuns Duits : quaſi moeſpibate tenerepar in =

vid. nen voluntate. Indeed death ſcemes not ſo 
to all, but that is not death's fault: for, Mors 
ans ſua quicttis bono vtitur, aut male aliens labo.

Bue this is not all : Hee that lycth downe 
to fleepe, makes account to awake 4 It a 
dormienics andi cvigite! ures, nine? deſpe.

reditus. Then let vs not be diſmayed with the 
maske and vizard of death, but rather joy, and 
comfort our ſelues, in ſo happy a paſſage vn- 
to life. Bona vita, abſoluto certamine : that is 
the life we ſhould looke-afrer ; wherein the 
law of our members rebelleth no more - ag4inſt 
the law of our winde where we (hall haue no 
more ftrife with this body of death , but ſhall 
haue vidory ouer it. Thus ſlept and reſted Mo- 
ſes, when hee was gathered to his peopie. For 
while wee are in this world, wee are ſcatte- 
red vp and downe as Pilgrims and ſtrangers , 
death brings vs home, Wee reade of Socrates 
that hee thirſted after death, that hee might 
meet with thoſe braue ſpirits, Orpheus and He- 
ſiod, and Homer : let not vs be weake and ir- 
relolute, that ſhall bee gathered to the Patri- 
arches, Prophets, and Apoſtles, troopes of Mar- 
tyrs, and Confefiors, yea Chriſt himſelfe, in his 
fleſh, in his glory, fitting at the right hand of 
God. It is true, to fleſh and blood, the ſhell 
of death ſeemes hard; but to him that hath 
the ſpirituall reliſh of the Apoſtle, it containes 
a ſweet kernell. How ſhall wee doe then to 
get S. Pauls taſte ? there is but one way, and 
that is to keepe S. Pauli dyet, by accuſtoming 
our ſelues to dye daily, and by bearing about in 
our bodies the death of the Lord leſus, 2 Cor. 4. 
For then the life of the Lord leſws ſhould- bee 
made manifeſt in our mortal fleſh, If —

could frame our ſelues to welcome death, aded 
mors non eſſet timenda, vt ej us beneficio nihil ante- 
ponendum. 

So then it is well with Moſes; happy is hee 
that euer hee was borne, to dye in ſuch a caſe. 
What ſhall become of the people? who ſhall 
goe in and ont before them? they are as ſbecpe 
without a ſhepheard, who ſhall gather them, that 
they may heare and learne, and feare, and ob- 
ſerue the Commandements of G o p, and keepe 
the Law of the Lord, Deut. ; 1. 12. Moſesis gone: 
who (hall [mite the rocke, that the people may 
drinke ? who ſhall bring downe Manna tor them, 
when they ate hungry ? who ſhall now hold wp 
hi hands, that they may preuaile againſt their 
enemies? nay, when the people ſhall haue made 
Gov himſelfe their enemy, who ſhall fand in 
the gap betwixt Go p and them? or if they be 
at peace with God, who ſhall ſit in iudgement 
to make peace among them from the morning to 
the evening? Exod. 18. Moſes loued the people 
of Cop better then his owne ſoule, Spare them, 
or raſe me out of thy boote. Who ſhall care for 
them now / Moſes offered his ſoule for their bo. 
dies, who will now offer his body for their 
ſoules ? "+ 

Yes, the ſame Go v thar preſerued Moſes till 
hee came to the other [ide of lordan, prouideth 
leſbuab to bring them into the Land: for hee 
laueth his with an euerlaſting lou, ler. 3 1.N0

et had he no kingdome but a Wilderneſſe, that 
know. That way King 1AM ES was greater 
than Moſes. Thus farre we may be bold. None 
was like Moſes among the Prophets; none like 
King lames among the Kings. Moſes his priui- 
ledges were many and great; King lames his 
priuiledges not few, nor ſmall. None more mi- 
raculouſſy preſerued than Moſes, none more mi- 
raculouſly pteſerued than King lames. And if 
Moſes were a great Warrior; King lames was 2s 
great a Peace. mater. d L had not cauſe to 
complaine, that the 1/p«elites neuer murmured 
more againſt Aſs for bringing them out of 
their tbraldme of Egypt, then Many of vs 2 
gaiaſt his Mijeſty for labouring to the 
rum 
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inſirmities, as not to looke ypon them them. 
felues; yet hath it euer beene the condition of 
the bel Pri even to bee traduced for their 
vertues.

For his Reſolution to 
religion, Conſider his frequent Speeches pu 
likely and priuately, his learned Writings, 

ſhall liue with the world; his continuall exerciſe 
and attendance vpon the duties of Religion: And 
chis I'am aded, that in ewo and twenty 
years(whiles he raigned ouer vs) he heard more

hundred. But if iti im i 
to a formali ys +: — i tion ofhis 
Vow, w hee had tyed himſelfe to thoſe 
weekely Exerciſes, for his preſeruation from the 
T raiterons Conſpiracy, (though euen the religi- 
ous performance of ſuch vowes be not ordi 
among Princes) I appeale to all the three King- 
domes : Firſt for England, neuer Prince more 
carefull for the Church, neuer King more indul. 
gent to the Clergy : if no more, fo many Biſhops 
priny Councellors, in an age, when ſuch honours 
and fauours were out of date, doe ſufficiently ex- 
preſſe ir. It he had not laid the loue of religion 
neare his heart, he would not haue placed the 
Prelats, and Prof; it ſo neere his perſon,

vpon — So Biſhopricks and Pariſh 
Churches in Scotland, ſo many in Ireland, and all 
raiſed out of his owne Coffers and inheritance, 
if the value were caſt vp, ( which I wifh might 
be done, for the Kings eternall honour) would 
ow toſucha ſumme, as report would hardly 

id credit. Then if a Jree may be knowne by bis 
ſuits, by theſe take knowRedge of his Maicſtics 
loue to Religion. 

Vet is he dead, hee might not bee priuiledged 
in this point no more than Moſes; but this is our 

D 2 com- 
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eomfort and uſſurance, that G © not bee 
wanting to ſo excellent an inſtrument of his ho- 
nor, but to whom hee gaue graces, for the orna- 
ment and benefit of his Church, him he did fur- 
niſh with all ſuch graces as were neceſſary to the 
ſaluation of his owne ſoule; and then death was 
by advantage: Regnum Dei intra nos en. Vpon 
which words St. Hierom notes, that As « man 
that is free of any City ,tranell where he wil through 
the world, hee « ſtill a Citiqen and free of hes 
place, ſo if we can once truly ſay, Regnum Dei 
intra nos eft, though we walke on earth, Habemw 
municipatum in celis. And then ſuppoſe, his late 
Maicſty loſt not three Kingdoms, but thirty three 
kingdomes, they are all well exchanged for on 
Kingdome in Heauen. Nor haue wee cauſe alto. 
ther to cry out with Saint Hierom, vpon the 
death of —— Cui jam meum ſudabit inge- 
nium ? cui literale placere geftient ? 'quicquid 
dixero, quia ille non andit, mutum widetur, For 
though he be dead Jeſbaa is aliue, the moſt wor- 
thy ſonne of an incomparable Father; and happy 
we, ſeeing G © » hath taken ſuch a Hoſes from 
vs, that he hath provided ſuch a 19s for vs. 
And obſerue now therefore: for if Hoſes 
death enabled 7oſna, hamuſt nor ſtir till hec dye, 
nay hee muſt attend Moſer death and Gods cal; 
for ſo it was neceſſary, where there was no ſuc. 
ceſſion : but where the ſucceſſion of a Kingdome 
iscſtabliſhed ina line, the death of the Father

poſſeſſion to the Succeſſor, and though it he ne- 
ver ſo faint when it goes out, it cryeth aloud, 
Ariſe. Herein let vs magnifie Gods Providence for 
our Ieſua, that as he preſerued Moſes till leſua was 
ready; ſo did he preſerue our Moſes till our 1oſus 
was fit; ſo fir, and io incomparably worthy, as if 
ſuccellion did not caſt the Kingdome vponhim: 
vpon wh6 elſe ſhould we affixe our eies & harts* 
where ſhould we choeſe fuch another > we haue 
read of ſome that haue been fo compoſed, as In- 
gentes virtutes, and a did ſtriue w he- 
ther ſhould enceed : but fo mach vertue, with- 
out any exception, where ſhall wee finde ? N 
Supra Tatum, aliquends eligit. 
now that our gracious Li comes to 
vs in the lof ſeſuas, I conceine hope, and 
I cannot but conceiue it, that bee will like wiſe 
come to vs in the Pawer of loſus: The greateſt 
act of Inſuab is power appeared in this, that at his 
word the Son an Moope food full till hee was 
avenged on his enemies, Amongſt the Canons of 
the Church of Rome, wee find that they make the 
Pope the Sunne, ay the the Moone; this 
they, to magnifie the ſo many degires 
aboue the Emperer, as . exceedes the 
Moone, But the Sunne and the Maas they muſt 


> be, & ſo let them beʒ pr ouided, that at the mighty

fewer df our Java, and his voie San & Mane 
Land fil, or be not able tog done degree, 
till hee bee auenged ofth / thoſe Santi, 
which hath beene Wy till 
Thoſt of his one Royal blood be delivered from 
the oppreſſions, which now they ſuffer, and bee 
reſtored to thoſe Inheritences and honors, which 
haue ſo violently beene torne from them. 

Now therefore Ariſe, yea let aur Jeſaa ariſe, 


like the morning Sunne, and thruſt the vſurper 
out of his — him Ariſe, and let hi enemies 


be ſcattered; but let his throne bee eſtabliſbed from 
generation to generation : let the hand of God be 
eſtabliſhed with him, and let his arme ſtrengthen 
him: but Lord dare ha ſoes before his face, and 
plague thoſe that hate him. Let thy Truth and 
Mercy euer be with him, and in thy name let hi 


be exalted Make him thy firft borne higher 
than the Kings of the earth : make bu ſeed to en- 
dave for euer, and bis throne as the dayes of beanen! 
And let all the people ſay, Amen.
